In
this special installation, father and
daughter are reunited alongside
seven other Van Gogh works
including the recent acquisition
Green Wheat Fields, Auvers (1890).

This gift from the estate of Paul
Mellon (1907-1999) came to the
Gallery after the passing of his
widow, Rachel Lambert Mellon
(1910—2014), the renowned arts
patron and master gardener. Some
110 works of art in the Mellon
bequest remained in Rachel Lam-
bert Mellon’s care after her hus-
band’s death on February 1, 1999,
including this highlight. It is on
view for the first time since 1962
in this very special installation of
Van Gogh works.

One of Wyeth’s most important
paintings, Wind from the Sea (1947),
a recent gift to the Gallery, is cele-
brated in an exhibition that focuses
upon his frequent use of the win-
dow as a subject. Wyeth returned
to windows repeatedly, producing
more than 300 works that explore
the formal and conceptual richness
of looking both in and out of win-
dows. Some 60 of these watercolors,
drawings, and tempera paintings
are on view, many for the first time.

Edgar Degas’s influence upon Mary
Cassatt has long been acknowl-
edged, but her role in shaping his
artistic production and in preparing
the way for his warm reception in
America is fully examined in this
exhibition for the first time. Focus-
ing on the critical period from the
late 1870s through the mid-1880s
when they were most closely allied,
this exhibition brings together some
70 works in a variety of media to
illustrate the artistic dialogue that
developed between them. Building
upon groundbreaking technical
analysis, Degas/ Cassatt also presents
new insights into these artists’
approaches, particularly in terms of

subject matter, media, and methods.

The Collection

Masterworks by renowned Euro-
pean and American artists, includ-
ing the only painting by Leonardo
da Vinci in the Americas and the
largest mobile ever created by Alex-
ander Calder, await visitors to the
National Gallery of Art, one of the
world’s preeminent art museums.
The Gallery’s collection of paint-
ings, drawings, prints, photographs,
sculptures, medals, furniture, and
decorative arts traces the develop-
ment of Western art from the Mid-
dle Ages to the present. The Gallery
was created for the people of the
United States of America by a joint
resolution of Congress accepting the
gift of Andrew W. Mellon in 1937.

The Gallery’s campus includes the
original neoclassical West Building
designed by John Russell Pope,
which is linked underground to the
modern East Building designed by
L. M. Pei, and the verdant 6.1-acre
Sculpture Garden. Temporary
exhibitions span the world and the
history of art.
